Still Going On! 



When They Do Get Into Their Houses 
Their Principal Occupation Is 
ing Out of the Windows — The 
riage Customs of Greece. 

Home life In Greece, particularly In 
Athens, is peculiar. It might almost 
be said that there Is no such thing. 
In Mr. Duckett Ferriman's book on 
"Greece and the Greeks" the manners 
and customs of the picturesque Hel- 
lenes, which are little known to the 
average English reader, are described 
at length. Mr. Ferriman states that 
the Greeks do not know anything 
about the art of making a home. 

"One may meet with exquisite clean- 
liness," he writes, "with beautifully 
embroidered bed linen scented with 
rosemary, but never with what we 
mean by CO it MM The G reeks are far 
less in their houses than we are, and 
when they are at home they appear to 
spend most of their time In looking 
out of the window. They are not given 
to inviting their friends to their 
houses. It is not that they are nig- 
gardly, for they will gladly entertain 
you at a restaurant at far greater cost 
to themselves. But it does not enter 
into their ideas to ask you home to 
dinner, even after an acquaintance of 
many years. 

"They do not ask each other, so it 
ran luirdly be ex pect e d that they 
should make :m exception In the COM 
of foreigners. The eafe is a OOCOOJd 
home to them. There they meet 
friends and gossip. That is one reason 
perhaps why they dislike country life. 

"It offers no alternative to the home; 
there the hearth is the social center, 
while in town it is the cafe. In Athens 
those who do not own the house they 
dwell in seldom remain long in the 
same abode. Two or three years is 
quite a long tenure. Many people 
make a point of moving even'' year. 

"The imposing facades of Athenian 
houses conceal, for the most part, a 
bare and comfortless interior, and a 
well kept garden is rare. A garden is 
not made in a year, and a person who 
changes his residence every twelve 
months does not want to be troubled 
with much furniture, nor is he par- 
ticular as to its arrangement, ooeiag 
that it will be carted away in a few 
months. 

"Home life has no POOOaWOa for the 
Greeks, as it has for us. It affords 
them little occupation and no amuse- 
ment. They like to eat and drink in 
crowds, where there is noise and move 
meat. Their instincts are too gregari- 
ous to allow them to appreciate the 
domestic Intimacy which we prize. 

"The day chosen for marriage in 
Greece is usually Sunday, but the day 
of all days in the year is the Sunday 
preceding the Christmas feast. It is 
not fashionable now to be married in 
church. In Athens the ceremony takes 
place In the house of the bride's par- 
ents. A temporary altar is set up in 
the middle of the room. 

"At the conclusion of the ceremony 
the priest and the couple join hands 
and walk three times round the altar, 
the guests pelting them with comfita. 
The most important |»ati of the cere- 
mony Is the crowning ol lue bride and 
bridegroom with wreaths of orange 
blossom; hence a wadding 1s popular- 
ly called 'the crowning." 

"Love marriages are ran- exceptions. 
The match is made by tic- parents and 
relatives rather than by the parties 
principally concerned. There are cer- 
tain established usages which, though 
not legally blading, are aot to be con- 
travened with impunity. 

"Then it is considered wrong for 
brothers to marry until their sisters 
have been wed. Again, girls must 
marry in order of seniority. It would 
not be right for a girl to be married 
while she had an elder sister who re- 
mained single. The men of a family 
are thus naturally anxious to see their 
sisters settled, and as a dowry is in- 
dispensable its provision is often a 
matter of serious anxiety and the fruit 
of great] self denial on toe part of the 
brothers if the parents are dead. 

"There are cases in which brother* 
have remained unmarried f->r yean 
and hare deroted all their hard earned 
savings to the dowries of their sisters. 
Among the poorer classes emigration 
is resorted to. not infrequently solely 
with this object, and many a dowry 
comes to a Greek maiden from acroaf 
the Atlantic."

DEADLY MINE GASES. 

Their Action Upon the Flame of the 

Safety Lamp. 
The safety lump, a heavy metal lan 
tern shaped object with a circular 
glol>e of heavy plate glass, is the only 
light other than electricity that can be 
safely carried into a gaseous mine. 
The lamps are lit before they are 
taken into the mine and, in addition, 
are securely locked, that no accident 
or ignorant intention may expose the 
open flame to the gases of the mine, 
liver a small sooty yellow lease 
which gives a light less bright than 
that of an ordinary candle are two 
wire gauze cones tit ting snugly inside 
the heavy globe, find it is through 
these cones that the flame draws the 
air which supports it. The presence of 
black damp, or carbon dioxide, can 
easily be detected, if not by its odor, by 
the action of the flame, which grows 
dim and, if the bteck damp exteta in 
any quantity, is Anally extinguished. 
White damp, the highly explosive gas 
which is most feared, has, on the 
other hand, a totally different effect 
In Hie presence of this gas the lame 
of Hie safety lamp becomes pointed, 
and as the g.is grows stronger the 
flame seems to separate from the wick 
and an almost invisihle blue cone 
forms beneath it. If the miner con- 
tinues to advance into the white damn 
he will pass through a lino in which 
there are ame parts of air to one parr 
gas (the explosive mixture), and the 
lamp will instantly register this ex- 
plosive condition by a sudden crack- 
ling inside the gauze and the extin- 
guishing of the flame. Were It an open 
lamp the explosion i-mited by the 
flame would sweep throughout the en- 
tire workings, carrying death and de- 
struction before it, but by the con- 
struction of the safety lamp the ex- 
plosion conflnei itself to the limited 
area within the g.-m/.e cones, and tin- 
leai 'he lamp is moved suddenly end 
the flame is dragged through the gaUM 
at the instant that the explosion oc- 
curs within the globe It arili not ex- 
tend beyond the gave.— Atlantic.

but 17 years eld. The pardon wa. 
made out to King, under which name 
he served in the penitentiary, but 
which is not his right name. Twenty 
years ago King was sen: up from Bath 
county for theft and served in a con- 
struction camp on the Cumberland 
river for nearly a year and then escap- 
ed. Nothing more was heard of him 
uitil he filed an application for a par- 
don with the Governor. 

Several months ago Guvrenor Will- 
Ron granted King a conditional pardon 
but he went to Frankfort Wednesday 
and Baked for a full and free pardon, 
which the Governor granted. While 
his real name is not known, it is 
known that he is a railroad engineer, 
and one of the best citizens where he 
lives. 

After makinjr his seeape from the 
construction camp twenty years ago 
King went to Illinois and later went 
to Mexico, where he now resides. His 
father lived in Fike county and a few 
years ago King came to visit him, but 
fearing that be would oe :ound cut 
and arrested, spent only a few days 
with his father.
